After the November election, the 
workers of the nation should be on 
guard against certain congressmen 
who plan to “spring” a sales tax 
on the average American.

* In the past several 
days there have been many head- 
lines telling of threatened or actual 
strikes. Some of which are in vital 
industries. We wonder at the rea- 
sons for these strikes .. . strikes 
that hit at the very heart of Ameri- 
can industry. 

Unbiased surveys have proven 
that the workers in these various 
plants are 100 per cent red-blooded 
Americans. They are men and 
women that are cooperating in the 
war effort in every way but the 
one of being willing to work for 
employers they feel are unfair. They 
are buying war bonds, are paying 
heavy taxes, are being rationed, are 
sending sons and brothers into the 


war... yet they still feel it nec- 
essary to quit working for their 
bosses. 


From our observations we believe 
one explanation is that Mr. Em- 
ployer ... for political as well as 
economic reasons . . . is practically 
forcing his employes to either eat 
dirt or walk off the job and be de- 
clared a saboteur to the war pro- 
gram of our country. 

The worker is suffering and sac- 
rificing in this war in every single 
phase. Some, not all, are making 
more money wages... but it is 
money's nemesis on the radio says, 
farm profits are up 75 per cent, la- 
bor up 70 per cent... and corpo- 
ration profits up 400 per cent.

Labor Day Should Be A Holiday, 


Nelson Rules, Hailing Union Aid 


War Production Director Donald 
Nelson called upon American work- 
ers to celebrate Labor day this year 
as a holiday except in such plants 
where the requirements of the arm- 
ed forces make continuous pro- 
duction necessary. Even in such 
plants, Nelson said, brief celebra- 
tions should be planned within the 
shops. 

Much of the credit for the suc- 
cess of the war production program 
to date belongs to labor leaders and 
union members, Nelson declared. 
In a letter to AFL President Wil- 
liam Green, he particularly praised 
“the splendid support your organ- 
ization has given.” 

“I am confident these efforts 
will be redoubled in the months 
to come,” Nelson added. 


The entire nation is thoroughly 
disturbed over the suddenly dis- 
covered shortage of vital materials 
which is blocking full war pro- 
duction. 

It begins to look as though there 
was something to the rumors cur- 
rent a year or so ago that the steel 
barons and other monopolistic met- 
al fabricators lulled America into 
a false sense of security because 
they feared expansion might bring 
them dangerous post-war competi- 
tion. 

Do you remember when the steel 
and aluminum industries were pooh- 
hooing warnings of coming short- 
ages? Do you remember when they 
confidently boasted America would 
have more than enough metal to 
meet the war and peace-time needs. 

Look what’s happening now! We 
don't know the full story yet, but 
enough has leaked out to cause 
serious alarm. The Higgins In- 
dustries, Inc., which introduced 
high-speed methods that  revolu- 
tionized the ship-building industry, 
is stopped in its tracks by can- 
cellation of its contract for 200 
Liberty cargo ships because, the 
Maritime Commission says, there 
is a shortage of steel. 

Henry Kaiser, west coast ship- 
building pioneer, gets all set for the 
construction of 400 giant airships 
to circumvent the submarine men- 
ace and then the Navy tells him 
there is no steel. 

Boeing aircraft expands its fac- 
ilities for building the deadly fly- 
ing fortresses, but has to cut down 
production due to lack of materials.

“T am confident that our national 
unity and the morale of labor will 
be stimulated if workers take one 
day to review the contribution they 
have made to the war effort, to 
discuss the stake that free labor 
has in the world-wide conflict in 
which we are engaged and to make 
plans for intensifying their efforts 
toward increased output.” 


There will be no Labor day cele- 
bration in Oakland. Unionists will 
remain on the production lines 
manufacturing the necessary ma- 
terials and equipment for our arm- 
ed forces.
